And as a result of a series 
of meetings among Southern lead- 
ers of both Houses, reformed our 
line for a ‘last-ditch fight. We 
called upon-ogr Southern Govern- 
ors, Atterneyé General, and other 
Southern leaders back home to 
demand hearings and an oppor- 
tunity to be heard. This resulted 
in approximately a month’s hear- 
ings. before a, stacked sub-com: 
mittee of the Heuse Judiciary 
Committee with the bill still un- 
der consideration by that group. 

However, the back stage ‘skir- 
mishes are still on in full force. 
The battle is still a long way 
from being on; Our tactics have 
been and will continue to he de- 
lay. We realizé that once a vote 
is taken, the political appeal of 
these highly organized groups is 
such that the bill will pass. As we 
have previously pointed out, the 
fight is particularly difficult in 
the’ House where we do not enjoy 
the benefts of the filibuster wea- 
pon. But even in the Senate it 
will be hard to hold the line’ if
